over the weekend, chaired 
by Ms Sue Baker-Finch, 
considered the report of 
the committee of Inquiry 
into the conduct of Sydney 
United, at Parramatta 
Stadium on Sunday May 
18, of this year. 


Sydney United supporters 
were found to have brought the 
game into disrepute having com- 
mitted ten offenses. An official 
of the club was found to have 
done the same with a statement 
made to the media conceming a 
matter before a SA Committee of 
Inquiry. Also the club failed to 
carry out an instruction from a 
1992 Annual General Meeting. 

The offenses were considered 
serious enough for the board to 
look at expelling Sydney United 
from the League. 

In the end, after taking into 
account i es made by the 
club, they had an identical bond 
for good behaviour placed on 
them as South Melbourne. The 
ten offenses by spectators will 
cost the club a fine of $30,000. 
The last failure could cost 
$1,000. 

‘The Board imposed seven con- 
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ditions on Sydney United in 
order for the club to continue in 
the League. 

Four of these conditions could 
be considered highly contentious, 
(See page 3 for full details). 

A moye to Parramatta 
Stadium, for their home games, 
could eventually enable the 
Pumas to climb away from their 
ethnic origins.

There have been games 
in Australia over the last 
two seasons which have 
gone to 97 minutes. With a 
couple of injuries, the 
maximum six 
substitutions, bookings 
and the ball being out of 
play for extended periods, 
seven minutes ‘stoppage 
time’ is quite reasonable. 

It presents a challenge 
to journalists preparing a 
match report. Goals can 
only be scored in the 90 
minutes. So when scorers 
are credited in the 92nd or 
95th minutes, that is 
wrong and shows naivety

This Editorial was 
written shortly after a 
FIFA Newsletter arrived 
from Zurich, Switzerland. 
An article highlighted the 
instructions to referees 
which said watches must 
be stopped for 
substitutions, the time 
taken to restart after a goal 
was scored and for the 
period of time it took to 
get the ball back into play 
from a goalkick. 

This was in addition to 
the long established 
‘injury time’, which 
occurs when a player is 
hurt and assistance is 
called for. 

The idea was to give 
spectators 90 minutes of 
action, which might take 
up to 100 minutes of 
elapsed time. The changes 
were also to ensure that 
teams didn’t waste time 
deliberately when the 
game was near the end and 
they (the time-wasters) 
were winning. 

Arsene Wenger and the 
Arsenal support staff must 
know this. They should 
have informed all the 
players at Highbury. 
Failure to do so may now 
cost the club a great deal 
of money in fines and Ian 
Wright the chance of 
beating Cliff Bastin’s long 
standing goalscoring 
tecord. 

Wright was recently 
heavily fined and warned 
about his behaviour by the 
Football Association, the 
controlling body for the 
Premier League in 
England. He could face a 
lengthy suspension which 


on the part of the reporter, 

The written report on 
the game can say 
something like ‘the goal 
was scored four minutes 
into stoppage time’, note 
‘stoppage time’ not the old 
fashioned ‘injury time’. 
However the match 
Statistics must record the 
goal within the 90 minutes 
allowed for a game. 

This means that if in a 
match in which a goal was 
scored four minutes into 
stoppage time, and the 
referee adds on six 
minutes, then the 
successful strike is 
recorded as being gained 
in the 88th minute; Simple 
teally. 

If all this is obvious to 
an Editor of a Soccer 
publication Down Under 
then surely it is known and 
understood in the home of 
the World Game! 

There is no excuse for 
players in the Premier 
League protesting to the 
referee, who is the sole 
judge of time, about the 
game going ‘too long’. 

Professional players 
have a responsibility to 
show an example for 
youngsters to follow. It 
must be at all times a 
‘good’ example. 
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ast Wednesday night

ihe big crowd of Stanmore supporters 
Tensyes the moment when their side 

captured the First Division Grand Final prize 
at The Gabbie against the more highly rated 
Eastern Suburbs.

HIGH IN RECORD WIN.

ast Sunday 
Parramatta Eagles 
completed the magic 


‘double’ by taking out the 
NSW Super League 
Grand Final, defeating a 
gallant Bonnyrigg White 
Eagles 3-1 at the Marconi 
Stadium. 

The high flying Eagles at 
the same time embossed the 
club’s name in the record 
books with a feat that could 
last for many years. 

Since 1957, when the 
Australian Soccer 
Federation was formed, no

title thanks to only four 
losses all season in the feaeites 
They were clear of second 
placed Aston Villa by seven 
points in yet another ‘blowout’ 
of the league race. David Jack 
scored 31 goals for the cause as 
the team from north London 
scored 127 goals in 42 games. 
Sheffield Wednesday fell to third 
place, seven points behind Villa. 

At the bottom, two of the bigger 
teams had shockers and finish up 
relegated, Manchester United and 
Leeds United. Leeds won their last 
game 3-1 only to see Blackpool take 
a point off Manchester City and 
therefore all their efforts were in 
vein. 

In the second division, Everton 
made sure their stay in Division Two 
was extremely brief by waltzing 
through the season and finishing as 
champions. West Bromwich Albion 
finished up promoted after beating 
Spurs to that all important runners- 
up spot. 

At the bottom, Reading and 
Cardiff were relegated. 

For Division Three, the two 
champions were Notts County in the 
south and Chesterfield in the north. 
At the bottom were Norwich and 
Nelson respectively. Another new 
team had entered the league, that 
being Thames, who had replaced 
Merthyr Town. It was not the best of 
starts for the new boys as they only 
managed one away win all season 
and ended third from bottom. 

The FA Cup saw a unique double 
achieved, The semi finals saw 
MoD RIETy win 2-0 over 
Sunderland while WBA defeated 
Everton, in the battle of the two best 
teams in Division Two, by the odd 


goal. 

90,368 people were at Wembley 
to watch the game. Birmingham's 
defence had been the strongpoint of 
this cup campaign, but it was to let 
them down at the crucial hour, or 
thirty seconds as the case was.

Mention must go to Exeter City 
who had an epic run in the FA Cup, 
making it all the way through to the 
final eight, defeating Northfleet, 
Coventry, Derby County, Bury and 
Leeds United along the way. 

With the depression came a 
reduction in the number of sides in 
the Southern League, down to just 
32. The Eastern Section saw a ding- 
dong battle between Dartford and 
Aldershot Town.

The Western Section was more 
clear cut as Exeter City Reserves 
finished four points clear of the field.

Rangers lifted the Scottish title 
once again but this time the battle 
was much tighter, Celtic kept them 
honest the whole way through but 
finished two points shy of the 
holders.

The 
Final was a classic with the score 
finishing 2-2 and four days later the 
replay saw more goals as all the 
trophies stayed in Glasgow, Celtic 
winning 4-2 this time.
